The Collision of Warships. 

A roport was current this forencon (says 
the Shanghai Merenry of the 18th inst.) that 
during the gale Just night tho British hattle- 
ship Cortruion parted her cable and ran in- 
to the British battleship Glory. It was said 
that both were damaged, tho Glory haying 
two plates smashed and four comparLinents 
flooded. On inquiry in naval quarters, how- 
ever, we wore assured thut the Glory had 


only been grased, and that no great damage 
was dene tu cither vessel. The accident 
was caused by the anchors dragging. Wo 
understund that AdmiralSeymour proceeded 
to Woosuny this forenoon in connection with 
the affair and returned again this afternoon, 
Large Steamers. 

‘At the commencement of the present 
year, there wete 404 steamers in the world 
oxcr 3,000 each. Of these 309 wore Bri- 
tish, and 58 more were Luilding, 13 being 
not less than 10,000 touseach. The White 
Star steamer Celtic which has just been 
launched at Belfast, is tho largest steamer 
that has ever been on the stocks, Even 
the old-time giant Greet ‘Hastern is 
oxceaded. the tonnage of the Celtic being 
two thousand more than the Great Eastern 
and three thousand more than the Oceanic, 
Tho Dewschtand belonging to the N.D.L., 
is 15,500 tons, and is the fastest. pasrenger 
steamer aficat. The Kaiser W'ithelm IDL, 
jn vourse of construction, will be 19,000 
tons.
